A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Soumoff argued that the Tomoaki reference cannot be 
combined with Holbrook, because Holbrook teaches away from using hotmelt type adhesive. Further, it was argued 
that the coating temperature disclosed in the examples of Tomoaki reference is higher than Holbrook desires. The 
Examiner suggested that filing a suitable declaration or affidavit to overcome the reference of Tomoaki would be 
helpful, and such declaration should point out differences between the adhesive of the prior art and that of the claimed 
invention. Further, it was suggested that any arguments relating to the inoperability of the primary reference of 
Holbrook because of the combination as proposed by the Examiner should be presented on the record for further 
consideration
